The growth 
of mixed farming round here is illus- 
trated by the large area now in hay 
land. 

Events have proved that the very 
heavy rain on July 6th and 7th, totall- 
ing 1.87 inches, was a godsend, for 
the parts of the Province which did not 
receive this have suffered very ser- 
iously under the hot sun.

interesting and instructive addresses 
on subjects related to irrigation farm- 
ing and irrigation development gener- 
ally.. The Convention will be opened 
on the /norning of July 29 by the Hon 
Walter C. Nichol, Lieutenant Governor 
of British Columbia. The visitors will 
be welcomed to Kelowna by the 
Mayor, D, W. Sutherland, who will be 
followed by Grote Stirling. M.P., the 
Chairman of the Executive of the 
Association. 

Mr. Don Bark will open the after- 
noon session with an address on the 
Relation of Alfalfa to Successful Ir- 
rigation Development. This is a sub- 
ject upon which Mr. Bark is able to 
speak with great authority, He says 
the longer he is in the country the 
nore he becomes convinced that alfalfa 
is the foundation of successful irriga- 
tion farming in Western Canada. Ir- 
rigation of the Apple Orchard is the 
subject of an address which R_ C. 
Palmer, B.S.A,, Assistant Superintend. 
ent of the Dominion Experimental 
Station will give, and he will be fol- 
lowed by W. H. Snelson, of Brooks, 
Alberta, who will outline some Simple 
Methods of the Measurement of Water. 
Both these addresses have been spec- 
ially requested. It will be Mr. Snel- 
son’s endeavour to suggest some prac- 
tical means of measuring water de- 
livered to’ small lots, which will be 
particularly helpful to water users in 
British Columbia. 

The city of Kelowna, where the
